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In his history of Simsbury published in 1845, Noah A. Phelps 
prints the covenant and the list of original members of the 
church. From that time nothing was known of the record until 
about five years since, when it was brought to the notice of an 
antiquarian in Middletown, who, recognizing its value, obtained 
possession of it. From him it has recently been recovered by 
the church, and is transcribed and published with the church’s 
kind permission. ‘The manuscript owes its present existence to 
the fact that its extremely tattered and aged appearance caused it 
to be singled out and preserved from the fate of its companions, 
the paper mill. What remains consists of nine leaves in the 
handwriting of John Slater, Senior. Brackets have been in- 
serted wherever portions of the original record are wanting, and 
when possible missing words and dates have been supplied from 


an old copy found with the manuscript. 
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Among the emigrants to New England on the ship Mary and 
John in 1634 was John Woodbridge, a youth of twenty-one, 
who was later the minister at Andover and Newbury, Mass. 
His wife was Mercy, daughter of Thomas Dudley, governor for 
a number of years of the Massachusetts colony. In 1644 a 
son John was born to them who, like his father, became a min- 
ister, preaching at Killingworth and Jater at Wethersfield, Conn., 
where he died in 1691. In 1671 he married Abigail daughter 
of William Leete of Guilford, governor of the New Haven 
colony, and later of Connecticut after the union of the two 
colonies. She died in Simsbury Jan. 15, 1710, at the age of 
sixty-seven. They were the parents of six children, about the 
second of whom our interest centers. 

Dudley Woodbridge, or Thomas Dudley, as his name is given 
in the Strong genealogy, was probably born in Killingworth, 
now Clinton, Conn., in 1675. Entering Harvard College 
previous to his father’s death he graduated in 1694 before he 
was twenty years of age. Like his father and grandfather he 
found his calling in the ministry. 

Ata town meeting held Oct. 2, 1695, it was unanimously 
voted to give him “‘a call to the Worke of the Miniftry here in 
fimsbury as to Setlment in Cafe the providence of God So con- 
curs there in.” 

“94 Unanimoufly at Same meeting Voted to giue him the s@ 
M' dudley Woodbridg fixty pounds in good M'chantabl corant 
pay Annually and thof other particulars and on the Same Condi- 
tion as for Jand Houfe et as it is expreft in the vote that had 
tefference to m* Tompfon.” On the twenty-fifth of the same 
month the town voted that of the annual salary ‘‘20 pounds 

. is to be payed in filver money.” The “particulars”

and ‘condition ” of the vote, passed June 11, 1695, concerning 
Rev. Edward Thompson were, besides sixty pounds annual 
salary, the parsonage house and lot, eighteen acres at Hop 
Meadow called ‘Filly lot’ and twenty acres at ‘Samon 
brook,” to be given to him and his heirs forever “in confidera- 
tion of his fettlement in this plantation of Simfbury in y* work 
of the miniftry and do not Move away from Sayd town for his 
own advantag and through his own default but Setling here in 
office and continueing in S* work of the ministry.” 

Before the middle of December the call was renewed thus: 
“Voted upon a Trayning day: by the Towne Inhabitants of 
Simsbury to give M' Dudley Woodbridge a call to the work of 
the miniftry: here in Simsbury.” This appears not to have 
been a town vote but simply an expression of their opinion by a 
gathering of the inhabitants. 

At a town meeting held December 18, 1695, a rate was 
voted “for his labor this winter feafon in the miniftry of to 
pence upon the pound (y* Third part to be payd in mony).” 
And at another meeting held but three days later measures were 
taken “ For the finifhing of the Minifters house with convenient 
Speed.” This may give a clue to the reason of his preaching 
two years in Simsbury before his ordination there, as he would 
not be likely to settle and take as a part of his settlement the 
‘© parsonage house and lot” while the house was in the-early 
stages of construction. 

During the year 1697 much work was done upon the house, 
as is shown by items from the town expenses for that year— 
“a load of Lath Timber,” ‘claboarding timber,’’ ‘journey 
to windfor for glaffe,” ‘puting up Glaff,” and “Two days 
plaftering,”’ besides many “*daies work ”’ done by various per- 
sons, all for “Mr Woodbridges houfe” or the ‘“ Minifters 
house.” The house was evidently finished sufficient for occu- 
pation before Mr. Woodbridge’s ordination, as the only refer- 
ences to it among the town expenses for 1698 are % John 
Griffin for clearing m' woodbridg well” and “5 days Work 
about the felar.” In December, 1699, he complained at town 
meeting that the town had not finished his house ‘* According 
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to the firft couenant and agreements made between m" wood- 
bridg and the Towne Inhabitants” and desiring that measures 
might be taken ‘‘to the finifhing of my houfe for neceflitie and 
decency.” Votes were accordingly passed ‘in Refference to 
the finishing of m™ woodbridges Houfe he now dweels in.” A 
palisade of logs was built around the house the following year. 
Phelps, in his history of Simsbury, states that this house was 
located on the cast side of the highway nearly opposite the house 
of the late Gen. Noah Phelps. 

Various inducements to settlement were held out to Mr. 
Woodbridge. Several parcels of land were granted him in 1696 
and 1697, an increase of salary was promised in case “it please 
God to increafs our Number blefe our crops and to enlarg our 
Eftates,”” a vote was passed to build him a barn, he finding 
nails, thirty by twenty feet, with a ‘‘lantoe”’ its whole length, 
and fifty-seven inhabitants agreed to each give three days’ work 
a year for four years towards clearing his land —all upon condi- 
tion of his settlement and continuance in the work of the min- 
istry with them. July 8, 1697, he was granted “a flufficency 
of fire wood Annually.” He also received additional grants of 
land after his ordination. 

The ordination, which occurred November 10, 1697, must 
have been a grand event, as among the town charges for that 
year are 254-108 “in pay” and 12£—158 “in mony” for 
the expenses of the occasion. 

Although there had been a meeting house in Simsbury for a 
number of years, and a minister much of the time since 1673, 
and permission had been granted by the General Court in 1682 
to form a church; it is believed that this was the first formation 
in the town of a church as a corporate body. Lucius I. Barber, 
M.D., an authority on Simsbury history, says, in the Memorial 
History of Hartford County, “on the roth of November, 1697, 
the church was organized, and he [Mr. Woodbridge] was or- 
dained and installed as its pastor.” 

The following vote from the town records under date of 
September 20, 1696, appears to throw further light upon the 
subject : — “‘ Whereas, there arises some demur, in refference to 
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our preceding actions, touching our gathering a church here in 
Simsbury, by some of the elders of the neighboring churches ; — 
presupposing that we lye under scandol, by reason of the minis- 
ter’s departing and leaving of us destitute —they desiring to be 
better informed of said mator. Ensign Thomas Barber is 
chosen, by the congregation, to go to Mr. Hooker; and Serg’t 
Samuel Wilcoxson, to goto Mr. Mather, for to inform them 
about ye said case, and the agitation thereof. 

“Further voted, by those persons that have subscribed to be 
admited to ye Lord’s super, that they are willing to be examined, 
and tried, as to their knowledge, and fitness, for such fellowship 
and ordinance, by the elders of other churches.”” 

Rev. Samuel Hooker and Rev. Samuel Mather were pastors 
at Farmington and Windsor respectively. The ‘*demur” was 
probably occasioned by reason of the action of Rev. Seth Shove, 
who preached in Simsbury from 1691 to 1694 or 1695. He 
received an unanimous call to settle, and although he accepted 
this call, for some unknown reason he did not settle, but re- 
moved to Danbury. 

On the tenth of April, 1706, Mr. Woodbridge married Doro- 
thy Lamb. She was the daughter of Col. Joshua Lamb, a 
prominent citizen of Roxbury, Mass., where she was born June 
8, 1679. In the following autumn she was admitted to full 
communion with the church in Simsbury. Their children were 
Mary, who was born July 9, 1707, and died fourteen days 
later; and Dudley, born August 13, 1708, who graduated at 
Yale College in 1734, and died before 1769. 

After an illness which incapacitated him for his duties for five 
months, Mr. Woodbridge died August 3, 1710, at the age of 
thirty-five years; fourteen years and ten months after his first 
call to Simsbury. His remains were buried near those of his 
daughter and his mother, in the churchyard at Simsbury, almost 
within the shadow of the church where he had ministered. 
Here the table monument sacred to the memory of thé three 
may still be seen. 

Letters of administration were granted to his widow, and an 
inventory of his estate exhibited to the Probate Court at Hart- 
ford, Nov. 10, 1710. The inventory is as follows:

Rev. Timothy Woodbridge, the cousin and successor at 
Simsbury of Rev. Dudley, married his widow, Feb. 14, 1712. 
The following OGober Rev. Timothy appeared before the Pro- 
bate Court and made objeGtions to the inventory of Dudley’s 
estate taken two years previously. Whereupon the court 
ordered a new appraisal to be made by a jury of twelve “ Judi- 
cious, and Lawfull men of the neighbourhood.” The probate 
records are silent as to the outcome of this new appraisal, and 
the final distribution of the estate. 

The number of baptisms and of admissions to the church 
recorded in Mr. Woodbridge’s record is sufficient evidence that 
his labors in Simsbury were successful and the “Hic jacent 
lege, luge, et disce,” inscribed on his monument, plainly shows 
the esteem in which he was held by those who best knew him. 
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Hppoynted ordered and agreed in May 1698. by the 
elder & Male Communicants of the Church of Simsbury. at a 
time of a Metting appointed. to Confider. of Some Methodical! 
way for the providing for the Saccrement: and it was thought 
that 44a perfon might be Competent. and accomadate and ac- 
complifh. the Same. therefore thus: it was agreed. yt on the 
Saccrement day. after the Saccrement was Received that ther 
Should be giuen by the Communicants 44 apiece in mony and 
deliuered to the dacons whoe are to receiue it and enter into a
